Manchester, Ga., September 27.— 


(Special.)—W. H. Callaway, Man- 
chester chief of police, was shot and 
killed here this afternoon by Marshall 
Redding, a negro, who fled following 
the affair and has not been appre- 
hended. 

Chief Callaway, in company with J. 
E. Collier, superintendent of the street 
paving force of the city, visited Red- 
ding’s home to Ascertain why Red- 
ding’s son, J. C.. Redding, who had 
been sentenced toa term of road work 
for disorderly conduct, had failed to 
report for duty this morning. 

According to Collier, as the two 
men approached Redding’s house, the 
negro emerged with a single-barrelled 
shotzuin in his hands, said “Look out. 
white folks, I'm coming out,” and 
chief could 
draw his gun. The full charge took 
effect in Callaway’s left side. He 
was carried to a local hospital and 
given immediate attention but he ex- 
pired within 30 minutes of the shoot- 
ing. 

Collier, unarmed, was unable to pre- 
vent the negro from fleeing the scene 
of the shooting, although he imme- 
diately notified authorities. Blood-

Washington, cytember 27.—How 
the central banks of Great Britain, 
Germany and France, influenced the 
‘“.deral reserve’ bank system of the 
United States to reduce its rediscount 
rate in order to ease the financial sit- 
uation abroad became#gown kere to- 


day. 

Sir Montagu Norman, governor of 

the Rank of England; Governor 
Schacht, of the Reichsbank, of Berlin. 
and Deputy Governor Rist, of the 
Bank of France, carae to this .oun- 
try in the summer for the «press pur- 
poxe, it transpires, to bring about a 
reduction of the American rediscount 
rate. 
They broached the matter first to 
Benjamin Strong, governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, of New York, and 
a number of. international bankers, 
and enlisted their aid. They came to 
Washington and met the members of 
the federal reserve board at a lunch- 
eon given by D. B. Crissinger? who 
then held ihe position of governor of 
‘the board, which he has just re-’ 
signed. 

Meinbers of the board deny that the 
question of reducing the American re- 
discount rate was discussed with the 
foreign bankers at this luncheon, or 
at ang other time. But it was not 
the reserve board so much as the re- 
gerve banks. which the foreign emis- 
saries were endeavoring to reach. 


Sought Bank Heads. 


Finally .a conference was arranged 
between the governors of the reserve 
banks and the three Kuropean central 
bank heads. It was a moving tale 
financial and. economic woe that .thé 
trie unfel’ d te the American reserve 
bank officials. Ts 

Sir Montagu.and his conferees were 
greatly depres ‘ed the heavy with- 
drawals of funds from the Muropean 
financial centers that had set in and 
bade fair to continue indefinitely with 
what eventual results they shuddered 
to predict.

At that time the federal reserve 
banks were rediscounting paper at, 
‘4 per cent while the rate in London 
wos 4 1-2 per cent, in lin 6 per 
cent, and in Paris 5 per cent. With 
the slight difference between the 
American and the foreign. rate, funds 
were being deflected from Europe, par- 
ticularly from London, to the United 
States, investors preferring the lower 
rates in this country with the as-

With the balance of trade running 
in favor of the United States and 
withdrawal of -bank balances from 
London continuing, Sir Montagu fore- 
saw the necessity of Great Pritain 
transferring more gold to America.

“Pop” Nesle was arrested by the 
British colonial officers at Cat Cay, 
a small island off the Florida coast, 
on charges of seizing a rum boat in 


British waters and confiscating the 
cargo. The specific charge of piracy 
has been placed against him. 

A dispatch from the American con- 
sul at Nassau to the state department 
told of the arrest. The rest of the 
information concerning “Pop” Nesle’s 
romantic life was supplied by coast 
guard and prohibition *headquarters 
here, where he is well known. 

Nesle was born in Pennsylvania of 
Duteh ancestors. During the trauble- 
some times shortly before 1897. he 
ran guns and ammunition to Cuba. 
Later he commanded small coastwise 
schooners along the Atlanta seaboard. 
Io 1906 he went to Florida to live 
and became interested in republican 
politics. When the adininistration 
was republican, “Pop” held federal 
jobs. After-the prohibition law went 
into effect, he was appointed Flor- 
ida’s first prohibition agent. ‘This 
lasted but two years and he was dis- 
missed, He then became a bailiff in 
the federal court. His next job, se- 
cured by political influence was cus- 
todian of bo@ts seized by the coast 
guard for violations of federal laws. 

During his career as a federal drv 
agent, “Pop” came within an ace of 
causing serious international compli- 
cations between this country and 
Great Britain when he and two others 
kidnaped Charles Vincindi, Boston 
rum kin, from Bimini and brought 
him to this country for trial after a 
running gun battle. with the colonia! 
sovernment boats and pursuing rum- 
runners. The British protested the 
seizure made in their territory but 
Vincindi was tried in Baltimore and 
sentenced to two years in Atlanta for 
conspiracy.

Washington, September 27.—(7)— 
A sharp increase in the production of 
anthracite and bituminous coal “dur- 
ing August and September, acconi- 
panied by an increase of one per cent 
in the general level of wholesale com- 
modity prices, due chiefly, it was said, 
to advances in the prices of farm 
products, was reported today by the 
federal reserve board in a summary of 
business and financial conditions for 
those months.

The cotton idustry of the south has 
a wonderful opportunity of developing 
a substantial trade in Turkey, a coun- 
try which is now making long strides 
forward in progress, according to J. 
E. Gillespie, commercial attache of the 
American embassy at Constantinople, 
representing the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce in that country. 
Mr. Gillespie was in Atlanta Tuesday 
and was one of the speakers at a 
meeting of the Rotary club held at 
the Capitol City elub. 

“In the last seven years Turkey has 
heen going through a change in which 
the country is being westernized,” Mr. 
Gillespie said. “Under Kemal Pasha’s 
government there has been marked 
progress in Turkey. The country is 
going through an evolutionary revolu- 
tion and is emerging as a progressive 
and substantial government. The de- 
velopment of intensified agriculture 
through the use of modern agricul- 
tural machinery and the construction 
of good roads are two of the causes 
of progress.” 

Mr. Gillespie said Turkey is a great. 
customer for cotton textiles but said 
the country buys less than one-faortieth 
of this class of goods from the United 
States. 

“Turkey now buys mostly from 
Italy,” he said. “Last year that coun- 
try bought $40,000,000 worth of tex- 
tiles and less than one million dollars. 
worth was bought directly from Amer- 
ica, This is due to the credit condi- 
tions. Italy and other European gov- 
ernments extend 90-day credits to the 
Turkish merchants while the American 
trade demands cash.” 

Mr. Gillespie said there is much ac- 
tivity in road building in Turkey and | 
said there is an increasing demand for 
American road building machinery. He 
said the use of American tractors ‘is 
increasing every month. 

‘Turkey exports many valuable raw 
materials to the United States,” he

“The market 
is a price market pure and simple and 
little attention is paid to quality. Italy 
now leads in this field but I believe 
the southern textiles would find a

Mr. Gillespie said the _ interior 
poinfs of Turkey are becoming as pro- 
gressive as the larger cities located at 
strategic points on avenues of com- 
merce. He said there is a big devel- 
opment in aviation and that daily air 
service is now provided between Con- 
stantinople and Paris. 

Before entering this service, Mr. 
Gillespie was secretary to United 
States Senator Culberson, of Texas. 
He will go from Atlanta to his home 
in Dallas, Texas, and will return to 
Turkey in January.

During the period from 1919 to 
1924 (the latest year for which we 
have official figures), the deaths from 
diseases usually attributed to the ef- 
fects of alcohol have increased from 
1919 to 1924 (the latest figures at 
hand) as follows: Diabetes, 14.9 to 
16.6; apoplexy and brain congestion, 
78.6 to 92.8: pneumonia. 88.2 to 
98.4: cirrhosis of liver, 7.1 to 7.4, 
and Bright's disease, 88.1 to 89.7.

These other medicines are now even 
more popular than quinine ever was 
as alleged “cold cures” or “grip rem- 
edies,”” and very often the victim of 
poisoning by these other head ringing 
drugs imagines he is getting the ef- 
fect from quinine. That idea is care- 
fully cultivated by the nostrum mak- 
ers who market such medicines, for 
they often use the word quinine on the 
label. Perhaps some of the _ trick 
“quinine” concoctions actually contain 
a trace of quinine—enough to take the 
curse off the lie on the label. But the 
ingredient that makes the victim's ears 
buzz and causes him to break out into 
a sweat—anid too often turns him blue 
at the lips—is none other than our old 
friend acetanilide or acetanilide’s first 
cousin phenacetine. Either of these 
pain killers and heart stoppers may be 
present in the concoction under an 
alias—phenylacetamide or acetpheneti- 
din, respectively. These aliases help 
to befuddle and fool the customer.

New York, September 27.—There is still quite a lively holler in 
the air regarding the conduct and the outcome of the Tunney-Dempsey 
cultural shennanigans in Chicago, but no heavyweight prize fight now- 
adays is complete without a holler, so the current squawk is only the 
natural concomitant of what Mr. Gene Tunney fondly refers to as the 


cleanest sport of all. 


Mr. Tex Rickard would be alarmed if there were 


no holler because you may iudge the degree of the customers’ interest 


by the fervor and rancor of their arguments after the fact. 


Therefore 


the strident screech of the customer whether or not he knows what he 
is screeching about is the sound of doves’ wings and wood winds to Mr. 


Rickard and he Ic ves it. 


The first authenticated holler in the 
modern history of the so-called heavy- 
weight ehampionship was emitted by 
Mr. Gentleman Jim Corbett a few min- 
utes after Mr. Robert Fitzsimmons, a 
much smaller man, drilled him in his 
center at Carson. 


With the first breath that Mr. Cor- 
bett was able to suck in after the 
twitching abated under his wish-bone. 
he squawked that Mr. Fitzsimmons 
had hit him a lucky punch, wasn’t his 
master, and would have to fight him 
again. Mr, Fitzsimmons declined and 
Mr. Corbett threatened to engage him 
in a Vulgar street brawl the first time 
they met, to which ofr. Fitzsimmons 
replied that if Mr. Corbett did this 
he, Mr. Fitzsimmons, would be forced 
to knock Mr. Corbett’s celebrated in- 
tellect all over the side of some nearby 
saloon,

Mr. Corbett, being a bookkeeper by 
trade, was really the first of the in- 
tellectuals, and he was known as Gen- 
tlheman Jim for some reason which is 
obseured by Mr. Fitzsimmons’ quiet 
explanation why he refused .to fight 
him again.

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COMPENSATION LAWS 
SHOWMARKED ADVANCE 


Illinois has enacted legislation pro- 


viding that an employee losing a nat- 
ural tooth by accident shall have it 
replaced with an artificial one at the 
empleyer’s expense, Hal M. Stanley, 
of Atlanta, president of the Interna- 
‘tional Association of Industrial Acci- 
dent Boards and Commissions, said at 
the opening of their convention here 
yesterday. 

He pointed out this enactment in 
showing the progressive measures that 
various state assemblies have taken 
for the protection of industrial work- 
ers. 

Thirty-two of the 47 compensation 
jurisdictions in the United States 
changed their compensation systems 
through ‘egislative measures during the 
present year, Mr. Stanley said. He 
termed some of the changes as “‘clear- 
ing away legal difficulties” and others 
of a nature that was progressive in 
the compensation field. 

Reviewing the year’s activities, he 
pointed out that weekly compensation 
provisions had increased in Connecti- 
cutt, Hawaii, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, Michigan, New York, Penn- 
svlvania, South Dakota, ‘Tennessee, 
Washington and Wisconsin. 

As for accident compensation in 
labor, Mr. Stanley said that Maine 
now counts the day of the accident 
in the “waiting” period, thereby has- 
tening the awarding of compensation 
to the person affected. 

Referring to child labor he said that 
by omission of the phrase “who are 
legally permitted to work under the 
laws of the state,” Illinois has placed 
the minor child in the position of a 
bona fide employee while on the other 
hand Maryland has “assured a double 
penalty on the minor child employed 
in that state.” 

He added 


that there has been a 
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marked tendency to “cover” state and 
municipal employees under compensa- 
tion laws in many stetes.

A “progress parade” of street cars,

staged by the Georgia Power com- 
pany Tuesday noon through the dowa- 
town streets, marked the passing of 
the old type street car and offered 
Atlantans their first sight of one of 
the 40 new “sport model” street cars 
which are being delivered in Atlanta. 

“Old-Timer,” the last of the single- 
truck street cars in service on Atlanta 
streets, made its last trip Tuesday, 
carrying the Georgia Power company 
band at the head of the procession. 
G. R. Milliner, veteran Atlanta mo- 
torman, with more than 55 years of 
service to his credit, operated “Old- 
Timer” on its last trip. All old cars 
have been retired. 

One of the 40 new cars purchased 
in 1922 and 1923 came next in the 
procession. It was followed by one 


of the 20 cars purchased in 1925. 
Next in the procession was one of the 
100 new cars purchased in 1926, 
which was followed by one of the 10 
new interurban cars. 

One of the 15 double-deck coaches, 
purchased in 1925 to supplement 
street car service, was next in the 
procession, followed by one of the 10 
new single-deck coaches. 

Car No. 860, the first of the 40 
new “sport models” received in At- 
lanta, was next in line. It was fol- 
lowed by another car bearing a ban- 
ner, “243 new cars have been pur- 
chased for service in Atlanta since 
1921—more than have been purchased 
by any other city the size of Atlanta 
in the United States.”

Washington, September 27.—(#)— 
There is little likelihood that the gov- 
ernment will appeal from the decision 
of Federal Judge Woodrough at Oma- 
ha, holding that the personal injunc- | 
tion section of the Volstead act is un- 
constitutional. 

This provision has been resorted to 

in only rare instances and there never 
has been a test case on it carried to 
the supreme court. The general policy 
has been to proceed against individual 
bootleggers under other provisions car- 
rying penalties upon conviction by a 
jury. 
Ever since the enactment of the 
Volstead law there has been a differ- 
ence of opinion among lawyers as to 
the constitutionality of the personal 
injunction section, many holding with 
Judge Woodrough that it deprives the 
accused of the right of trial by a jury 
guaranteed by the constitution. 

The general view of those charged 
with the enforcement of the law has 
been that if there is evidence to war- 
rant court action, criminal prosecution 
should be instituted and the case tried 
in the usual way.

I had to remind her of a stock joke

Close stock market observers are of 
the opinion that the big outside public 
has recently been on the long side of 
the stock market and is n.- re scared 
now than hurt. The average trader in 
the stock market today is frightened 
over the list high price level feeling

As some close observers see it there 
has been no change in fundamentals. 
Undoubtedly the stock market has 
been subjected to unusual manipula- 
tion for the purpose of making distri- 
bution possible, In some cases manip- 
ulation has been highly successful: in 
other cases only partly so: iw still 
other instances a complete failure, The 
feeling as expressed today was that as 
soon as stock market technical condi- 
tions are favorable manipulation will 
be resumed for the purpose of com- 
pleting distribution but with the 
chances of success dwindling as poli- 
ties becomes more of a factor.

CORN UNDERGOES 
SEVERE TUMBLE 


Chicago. September 27.—(4)-—Corn 
prices underwent a severe tumble to- 
day, the corn crop having again es- 
eaped an expected wide-spread frost. 
Heavy selling of corn futures deliveries 
took place, and the day's lowest quo- 
tations were reached in the final hour. 
The corn market closed unsettled, 3? 
to 4}c net lower, wheat unchanged 
to lie up. oata at 4c decline to je gd- 
vance, and provisions 10c to 27¢ down. 

With temperatures throughout the 
corn belt today failing to substantiate 
a forecast that they would get down 
to a winter basis, the corn market 
began to drop right from the outset. 
Price breaks soon forced into 4 + - 
tion many standing orders to let bold- 
mgs go at various fixed limits and 
thus put a stop ¢o losses. Meanwhile, 
diminishing prospects of serious dam- 
age to the bulk of the corn crop’ was 
emphasized by an official estiggate that 
87 per cent of the Nebras rop is 
safe from frost and authoritative ad- 
vices that corn is mostly safe over a 
considerable section of Minnesota, 

A leading erop expert telegraphing 
from Olivia, Minn. said that frost 
could do no more damage in that dis- 
trict, as husks are generally dry and 
corn is of good quality. Some buying 
developed at times because of asser- 
tions that wet weather prevailing over 
a good part of the corn belt would 
retard the maturing of the cron and 
would impair the quality. Bellef in 
these assertions, however. did not ap- 
peal general, and rallies had but little 
momentum asa rule. 

Wheat values displayed a stubborn 
upward trend in the face of corn weak- 
ness. One of the reasons was better 
export demand for wheat from North 
America, European purchases today 
aggregating about 1,000,000. bushels, 
largely wheat grown in the United 
States. Besides, reports were current 
that British trade authority antici- 
pates raising his estimate of Euro- 
pean breadstuff requirements, late- 
ness of the trans-Atlantic harvest, to- 
gether with drought in Australia, 
having reduced the prospective sur- 
plus. Oats were easy, sympathizing 
with corn. :
